_ ments between the Sovict 
Union on the one hand and 
the Chinese and North 
Korean gevernmenta on the 
other are more reveallig

direction of that policy.

The exhaus- 
tion following on the 
Korean war has given the 
Ruasiana the opportunity 
which they have seized. 
Both North Koren an:

_ and all the big enterprises 
‘associated with it were 
‘ placed under joint Russo- 
Chinese’ administration. By 
the agreement made 
subsequently with the 
Chinese Communist Govern- 
ment in 1950 the railway 
und the other enterprises 
were to.be handed back to 
Chinese ownership ‘and ad- 
ministration “not Ipter than 
the end of 1952," but how 
far that tranafer-has in fact 
taken place it is difficult to 
determine.

The United Nations today protested that the

Now, howcver, the Issue’ of 
mechanics of “explaining” to 
the prisoners has put the Indian 
group in the position of favours 
ing one side or the other, for 
the United Nations and the Com-

“Explnnations’” have already 
been postponed for a period of 
five days because of the . in- 
ability of the Neutral Nations 
Repatriation Commission to 
come to a firm decision.

HEN you make an overcall 
on oa weuk hand, you give 
the opponents a chance to collect 
h nice fat score. This in very 
pleasant for them If they happen 
to be far behind on the score. I 
might observe, however, that if 
you habitually make overcalls 
on wenk hands you are soldom 
Ukely to be far ahead on the 
score. 

The point is Hlustrated by oa 
hand taken from 4 recent team 
match.
